Forge Birth Certificates in 
Remote Germany and Sell 


Paris, November 8.—A new scheme | 
to circumvent United States immigra- 
tion laws is being closely watched by 
consular officials, particularly here 
and in Germany. It embraces the 
forgery of birth certificates in coun- | 
tries where the immigration quota is | 


‘not being exhausted. — | 

American officials here have reason | 
to believe that members of the gang | 
of passport forgers who were operating | 
in France a few months ago have’ 
shifted their activities to Germany, | 
where the comparatively large quota 
offers big possibilities for fraud. 

By forging birth certificates of re- 
mote towns of Germany, the crooxs 


ean sell them at a handsome profit to 
unscrppulous persons anxious to get 
into the United States, and passports 
ean be made to conform by a simple 
process of erasing the. birthplace. 

If a Russian can show by his pa6s- 
port and prove with a birth certificate 
that he was born in Germany, even 
though his parents might have simply 
been passing through the country, he 
comes under the German quota. 

Officials find ‘it is almost impos- 
sible to stop these frauds because each 
separate case requires individual at- 
tention and the passport bureau can 
not afford to send men scouring about 
Europe ‘to check up suspected birth 
certificates. Secret service agents, 
however, are trying to round up the 
crooks which, it is believed, are operat- 
ing in a ring.

New York, November 8.—Forest 
fires took an increasingly heavy toll 
in four eastern states today, while 
another 24 hours was being added to 
the record drought in these parts, 

Mile-wide sheets of flames were 
spreading through wooded land of 
central Pennsylvania, with 40 fresh 
fires reported by the department of 
forests and waters.

Budget Bureau Uses Blue 
Pencil Freely But Is 
Careful to Keep Up Effi- 
ciency Programs, 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, November 8.—The cost 
of running the federal. government. in 
the fiscal year beginning next July 1 
may fall below $3,000,000,000 or 
$500,000,000 less than the estimated 
expenditures for 
year. 

On the basis of estimates prepared 
by the budget bureau and.on which 
its conferences with the spending de- 
partments of the government prac- 
tically. have been completed, the an- 
ticipated appropriations for the year 
beginning next July 1, stood tonight 
at $2,980,000,000 exclusive of the post 
office department, the receipts of 
which are expected to balance the ex- 
penses, 

Officials of the budget still have 
work to do on the “budget of 1926” 
which will be submitted by the presi- 
dent to the forthcoming short session 
of congress. But they have gone so 
thoroughly into every estimate, great 
and small, submitted to them by the 
several branches of the government 
that they feel any changes to be made 
hereafter will be in the nature of 
thousands rather than in millions of 
dollars. 

Implies No Tax Reduction. 

Brigadier General H. M.. Lord, di- 
rector of the budget, will go over the 
figures and tabulations with Presi- 
dent Coolidge some time next week 
and after this it is expected, the gov- 
ernment estimates will be ready for 
the public printer as the next stage in 


transmission to the president and to 
congress, 

On the basis of the figures as they 
stood tonight, the ordinary expendi- 
tures are expected to fall below §$1,- 
700,000,000, exclusive of those by the 
post office department. This con-

Use Blue Pencil Liberally.

However, the majority is small, and 
he may find his way blocked by sume 
of the mild progressives who are not 
so far away, but who hold rather 
tightly to their course, once they take 
their tack.

“However,” added Mr. Gress, “the 
code of Georgia is extremely explicit 
in prohibiting dealings in futures, 
and it seems to me that all that is 
needed by anyone who wishes to un- 
derstand the law on the subject is to 
read those sections of the code per- 
taining to it. Whether it is wise, 
in publie policy, to strictly enforce 
the provisions of the code is another 
question entirely. The sworn officers 
of the law, however, are of course 
presumed to enforce the law in its 
entirety. If the law is unfair and 
inadvisable, it is the fault of the 
Jegislature which enacted it and not 
the fault of the officer who tries to 
uphold it.” 

Search Warrants Served. 

According to officials of the solic- 
itor’s office, managers of the brok- 
erage offices were served with search 
warrants, after which no one was al- 
lowed to enter or leave. Officers 
then served every occupant of the of- 
fice with a summous to appear be- 
fore the grand jusy. 

Records were taken at Livingston 
& Co.’s establishment in the Haas- 
Howell building, and ticker tape was 
confiscated in the office of Fenner & 
Beane, cotton brokers, in the Healey 
building. Otis Bass, also located in 
the Haas-Howell building, was served 
with a grand jury summons. At the 
office of G. C. and T. E. Adams, in 


the Peters building, the officers serv- 
ed grand jury summons, but no rec- 
ords were taken. ss 

Subpenas were served on officials 
and patrons of the John F. Clark 
company, in Commercial Exchange 
building, and others coming under 
the fire of the solicitor’s raid were 
li. & B. Beer, in the Trust Company 
of Georgia building, and T. M. Hutch- 
eson, in the Atlanta Commercial Ix- 
change building.

A scathing denunciation of methods

The denuncia- 
tion, in the form of a written state- 
ment, declares the raids “were con- 
ducted in the most hizgh-handed man- 
ner and apparenthy in utter disre- 
sard of the rights\of the members 
of the exchange to look after the nu- 
merous important transactions pend- 
‘ing in cotton, grain, provisions, cot- 
tenseed. oil, fertilizer and milling.” 


Business Halted. 


The statement declares that Postal 
and. Western Union operators were 
lined up against the wall and refused 
nermission to file orders given them 
Ly the various brokers. Telephone 
ynerators were taken from their 
switchboards and restrained from an- 
swering calls as to the fluctuations 
of the market, doors were guarded 
and no business allowed to be trans- 
acted for a period of about half an 
hour, the statement adds. 

The raid on the Atlanta Commercial 
Exchange was conducted between 10 
and 11 o'clock, shortly after issuance 
of the expected governm@ént report on 
cotton, a time when the greatest 
a,nount of business is conducted, and 
vhen mills and spot houses protect 
themselves from losses by “hedging” 
aginst sharp upward fluctuations in 
the market, it was said, 

During this period of about 30 min-

Statement of Exchange.

The doors opening into the exchange 


were at once closed and several depu- ' 


ties were stationed there to pre- 
vent any persons on the exchange 
from leaving and to question and stop 
all persons seeking to enter the ex- 
change. Several of the deputies pro- 
ceeded at once to stop the operators 
of the Postal and Western Union Tele- 
graph companies, through whom an 
enormous amount of quotations are 
conducted by the exchange, and lining 
the operators against the wall, refused 
to permit them even to finish the mes- 
sages in the process of transmission 
and kept them from their instruments 
for a period of about half an hour. 
“The entire ‘raid’ was cornducted In 
the most high-handed manner and ap- 
parently in utter disregard of the 
rights of the members of the exchange 
to look after their numerous impor- 
tant transactions pending in cotton, 
grain, provisions, cottonseed oil, fer- 
tilizer and milling, concerning which 
the exchange was posting quotations, 
“The strange thing about the so- 
called ‘raid’ was that it was put into 
effect and carried out just a few min- 
utes after the expected government re- 
ports concerning cotton had been pub- 
lished. It is at this time that the 
numerous representatives of the cot- 
ton milis throughout this section and 
the large and well-known firms fur- 
nishing them with cotton are on the 
floors of the exchange on account of 
their vital interest in the _ reports 
with its important effect upon their 


| operations. 


“The Atlanta Commercial exchange, 
as everybody knows, was organized in 
1916 by the leading representaties of 
the cotton, grain, fertilizer, and cot 
ton oii interests of the southeast, to 
supply a long-felt want of establishing 
a medium through which _ informa- 
tion as to the large and growing quo- 
tations in these various products of 
the farm could be posted, Prior to 
its organization. the New York and 
New Orleans exchanges were .the only 
media through which quotations on 
these products could be obtained, and 
through whom information as to them 
could be disseminated. 

High-Grade Institution. 

“The exchange has always been 
conducted on a very high plane and 
is for the purpose of enabling infor- 
mation and quetations of all the prod- 
ucts in which this section is inter- 
ested to be effectively, expeditiously 
and reliably furnished and posted. The 
class of membership has always been 
such that no ore has ever suggested 
that there could be any question as to 


‘the resemblance of the exchange in 


degree to the so-called 
‘bucket sheps’ or ‘gambling’ houses. 
which prior fe its organization had 
flouria‘ed here, so as to furnish any 
oceasion whatever for the ‘institution 
of ‘search warrant’ proceedings or 
‘raids’ upon its premises. 

“The rules of the exchange specifi- 
cally require that any one applying 
for membership certify that he !s not 
a memover of, and does not deal in any 
w with, the odd-lot exchanges. or 
similar crganizations. 

“Tnais organization has very recent- 
ly erected a very handsome building 
in Atlanta without aid from any 
others than its own members, and has 
furnisned very comfortable quarters 
for the conduct of its bureau. The 
beneficial effects of this o ‘ganizatiow* 
as recognized by the leading inter- 
ests a.nd their representatives, have 
been manifold, and are recognized by 
the representatives of these interests 
in other communities throughout the 
southeast. Its bureau has always been 
conducted in accordance with the 
rules of the New York exchange and 
the various acts of the United States 
and Georgia.

person or corporation, when in fact it is 
not in good faith intended by the parities 
that an actual delivery of the articles or 
thing shall be made, is hereby declared 
to be unlawful, whether made or to be 
performed wholly within this state. or 
partly within and partly without this state; 
it being the intent of this section to pro. 
hibit any and all contracts or agreements

Mrs. Harding’s condition is such 
as to cause the greatest’ anxiety, but 
is not immediately critical, the physi- 
cians said. 

Their bulletin follows: 

“The improvement manifested

which it is hoped will afford her 
temporary. relief. ‘ 

“Her general condition, while not 
immediately critical; is such as to 
cause the greatest anxiety because 
of her heart and complications which 
have developed. 

“Radical surgical work at this time 
was deemed inadvisable. 

“Mrs. Harding underwert the op- | 
eration with a local anaesthetic, suf- : 
fering very little shock. Tonight she 
manifests her usual] courage and 
fortitude.

Leaving Atlanta Sunday night, a 
party of Georgia officials, newspaper 
men and others, will embark upon an 
inspection tour of Georgia's coastal 
properties. with the object of inspect- 
ing conditions in the sea food indus- 
try in the state, with particular ref- 
erence to oyster conservation and cul- 
ture. 


e 

There are 100,000 acres of potential 
oyster beds in the waters off the coast 
of Georgia, it is stated, the vast pro- 
portion of which is now idle because 
it has never been plantéd. Proper 
cultivation of this property would 
bring bring an annual increase in reve- 
nue to Georgia of several million dol- 
lars, and it is part of the state’s pro- 
gram for this development that this 
trip is taken. 

The party will eabrk upon a steam 
yacht at Savannah and will spend the 
entire week on a cruise of the coast. 
They will confer with packers and 
fishermen with a view of securing 
whole-hearted cooperation of all con- 
nected with seafood iudustries of the 
state when the new law, designed to 
build up this activity, goes into ef- 
fect on January 1. This law, which 
was passed by the last legislature, is 
designed to protect oyster beds froin 
destruction by unauthorized fishers. 
and to insure replanting of all beds 
as fast us oysters are gathered. The 
trip this week will also gather much 
data for use in surveys which are to 
be made for the purpose of leasing 


ocean areas off the coast to properly- 
licensed and law-abidigg fishermen. 


-During the trip stops will be made 
at Savaunah, Brunswick, Darien and 
St. Marys, where conferences be 
held with civic authorities on the sub- 
ject of preservation and development 
of the state’s oyster and shrimp t© 
sources.

It is expected that several promi- 
nent figures in the sea food industry 
at Savannah will join the party at 
that city Monday. 

Mr. Cravens, of South Carolina, 
has consented to make the trip in or- 
der to give Georgia the benefit of his 
experience as chairman of the board of 
fisheries of the sister state. The new 
Georgia law was patterned largely 
after the South Carolina law. South 
Cafffina has perfected enforcement 
of the law, with th. result that reve- 
nue from her coastal waters had Deen 
multiplied many times. Mr. Cravens 
will describe to Georgia officials how 
this was done, and will point out how 
Georgia may likewise develop her sea 
food industries.

present congress. . 


Deaths of Senators Colt, of Rhode 
Island, and Brandegee, of Connecticut, 
leave the chairmanships of the immi- 
gration and judiciary committees va- 
cant, while in the house the merchant 
marine committee is without a chair- 
man due to the death of Representa- 
tive Greene, of Massachusetts. 
Senator Sterling, of South Dakota, 
is ranking republican wn the senate 
immigration committee, but he will 
not be in the senate after March 4. 
Senator Johnson, of California, then 
will be in line for chairman. Sena- 
tor Borah, of Idaho, is the ranking 
republican member of the judiciary 


committee, while on the house mer- 


chant marine committee. Representa- 
tive Kdmonds, of Pennsylvania, who 
was 20t a candidate for reelection, is 
in lin® tor chairman during the De- 
cember session, with Representative 
Scott, of Michigan, next on the com- 
mittee’s republican roster. 


Postoffice Committee. 


Senator Bursum, of New Mexico, 
who has been defeated for reelection 
om the face of incomplete returns, is 
chairman of the senate pensions com- 
inittes, on which Reed Smoot, of Utah, 
is the ranking republican, while Sen- 
ator Moss, of New Hampshire, will 
be in line for chairman of the post- 
office committee at the expiration of 
Senator Sterling’s term. . 


After March 4 Senator Cummins 
will be relieved of the duties of sen- 
ate presiding officer and will be in 
position to resume chairmanship of 
the interstate commerce committee, if 
the republican majority sees fit to dis- 
place Senator Smith, democrat, of 
South Carolina, who has been serving 
in that capacity. 

In the house, Representative Kel- 
ler, of Minnesota, a La Follette sup- 
porter, is in line for the claims com- 
mittee chairmanship now held by Mr. 
Edmonds, while new heads of the 
house @ducation, Indian affairs, com- 
merce and insular affairs committee 
will be needed. 

Representative Reed, of New York, 
is ranking republican on the educa- 
tion committee; Johnson, of South 
Dakota, on the Indian affairs commit- 
tee, and Fuller, of Illinois, on the in- 
sular affairs committee. Representa- 
tive Parker, of New York, is in line 
to succeed Representative Winslow, 
of Massachusetts, who did not seek 
reelection, as head of the commerce 
committee. 

La Follette Problem. 

here is considerable speculation 
here as to whether an effort will be 
made by the republicans to read Nen- 
ator La Follette, of Wisconsin, and 
his followers in the senate and house 
out’of the party, depriving them of 
their committee assignments and of 
the privilege of attending party con- 
ference. Several senators, among 
them Smoot, have declared in favor 
of such action, while privately some 
of the democratic leaders in the sen- 
ate have advocated disciplinary action 
against Senator Wheeler, of Montana, 
vice presidential candidate on the 
La Follette independent ticket. 

Senator La Follette is chairman of 
the senate manufactures committee 
and is .tisted as ranking republican 
on the powerful finance and interstate 
commerce committees. Senators 
Brookhart, of Iowa, and Frazier, of 
North Dakota, who usually have lined 
up with the Wisconsin senator on 
political issues, have committee as- 
signments but are chairmen of none, 
while Ladd, of North Dakota, another 
senator identified with the La Fol- 
lette bloc, is chairman of the public 
lands committee. Shipstead, farmer- 
labor senator from Minnesota, is a 
member of five committees, and Nor- 
ris, of Nebraska, who has repeatedly 
differed with the republican organiza- 
tion, is the agriculture committee 
chairman. 

In the house the La Follette in- 
surgents, all of whom have been re- 
elected, have committee assignments 
as republicans, some of them serving 
as chairmen.

other appropriations, his eupport to 
the senate did not come from the 
stand-patters. It was Borah who was 
Coolidge’s most conspicuous supporter 
in this respect. 

Such thoroughgoing regulars among 
the republicans as Lodge, Brandegee 
and Watson, voted to pass these ap- 
propriationg over Coolidge’s veto. It 
was Borah, among all the republican 
senators, who did most to sustain 
Coolidge. 

Orthodox standpat leaders in the 
house and senate are not ap: to be 
keen for economy. By the nature of 
the case these leaders depend for their 
leadership to some extent on the good- 
wili of the other members, and in 
seeking that goodwill the leader in 
the senate or house is apt to be: good- 
natured about appropriations and 
logg-rolling. 

Thrift New Price of Favor. 

In the coming crganization of con- 
gress, however, ieadership in_ those 
bodies is likely tu rest less on the 
goodwill of the other members than 
on the favor of President Coolidge, 


and no leader will have the favor of 
Ceolidge who is not strong for 
economy and the reduction of taxes. 

Recent death, illness and defeat 
have made inroads on the former 
leadership cf the senate. In looking 
forward to the new leadership, we 
might assume, but for one fact, that 
Borah would lecom up _ strongly. 
Borah, as I have said, has been closer 


to, Coolidge’s position in the respect 
on which “volidge lays most emphasis, 
than any other potential leader in 
the senate. It was doubtless because 
of this that Coolidge made Borah his 
first choice to be kis runnirgmate for 
vice president. 

But Borah would probably decline 
the opportunity for leadership in the 
senate just as he declined the oppor- 
tunity to run for’ vice president. 
Borah’s temperament does not take 
kindly to leadership, and Borah has 
a talent that can be exercised more 
fruitfully in positions ether than 
leadership. Leadership implies team- 
work, teamwork implies give-and-take, 
and give-and-take implies the occa- 
sional surrender of convictions. 
Borah the Power, But Not Leader. 

This is the sort of thing that Borah 
cannot do. Borah both ‘n_ tempera- 
nent and in talent is essentially one 
to etand alone. The amount of con- 
forming that Borah would have to doe 
as leader, ond the amount of detail 
he would have to put his mind on, 
would fret him. 

Borah, certainiy, is most unlikely 
ever to be the leader of the senate in 
any formal organization sense. Never- 
theless Borah is certain not only to 
continue to be the powerful figure he 
already is in the senate, but to in- 
crease his power and stature. 

Borah is the second man on what is 
commonly regarded as the most im- 
portant committee in the senate, the 
committee on foreign relations. Borah 
is also the second an on what comes 
close to being the next important 
committee, that of the judiciary. The 
first man on the foreign relations 
committee has been Lodge and the 
first man on the judiciary commit- 


itee has been Brandegee, whose death 


a few weeks ago left a vacancy. 

It is quite evident that Borah, at 
a comparatively youthful age as sen- 
ators go, and just now elected to a 
six-year term, is in sight of positions 
of great power. 

Closer to Borah Than to Lodge. 

The spirit of the government will 
emanate from Coolidge, and Coolidge 
is far from fulfilling the definition 
of an orthodox standpatter. One of 
many proofs of this lies in the fact 
already cited that Coolidge was closer 
to Borah in the senate than he was 
to Lodge; that Borah in his inde- 
pendent way supported Coolidge more 
consistently and more loyally than 
Lodge in his organization way. The 
whole trend of Coolidge’s early activ- 
ity in Massachusetts politics was 
progressive, 

One who was Coolidge’s friend and 
associate during that period has told 
me that there came a time, about ten 
years ago, when Coolidge, having 
given observation and reflection to the 
matter, decided that experiments and 
innevations were being made in Mas- 
sachusetts at a faster pace than the 
government of the state could satis- 
factorily absorb them. It was about 
1915, according to this friend, that 


Coolidge made up his mind that inno- 


‘vations were being made at a pace 


{too rapid for certainty that all these 
innovations were practicable. And 
inasmuch as Coolidge is sure-footed 
i before he is anything else, he swung 
ifor the time being away from the pro- 
gressive trend. Then came the war, 
which interrupted everything of the 
kind, 
Sympathetic to Progressives. 

This same friend believes now that 
Coolidge, in his new leadership, will 
be sympathetic to the progressive end 
of the republican party just so far 
as the progressive wing is safe and 
just so far as it is willing to be eco- 
nomical in government. The fact is 
that the men most widely known as 
progressives have had little zeal for 
economy in government. One could 
make up a list of the progressives 
whose names have been most in the 
publie eye. 

One couid search their records, and 
one would find that they rarely vote 
against appropriations. 

To this rule, as I have already 
said, Borah is an exception. Coolidge 
will be sympathetic to the progressive 
wing of the party so long as the pro- 
nosals of that wing are safely within 
the limits of commonsense and gov- 
ernment economy. 

Coolidge by virtue of the backing 
the public has just given him will 
have immense power. Most of us 
think he will exercise it. The theory 
that some of Coolidge’s critics tried 
to make current during the campaign, 
the theory that Coolidge is a myth, a 
weak man, a figurehead, easily dom- 
inated by others, that theory is as far 
from the facts as possible, and it is 
probable that the effort to circulate 
this ineofrect estimate of Coolidge 
' was a disadvantage rather than a help 
ito the campaign against him. 

Not Weak at All. * 

| It is grotesque to speak of Cool- 
-idge as weak or as being subservient 
to others. Coolidge is probably the 
most austerely self-disciplined man in 
public life, and a man who has spent 
so much effort in making his own 
will supreme over his own personality, 
is most unlikely to be without will 
in his relation to other men. The 
fact is that the men most intimately 
close to Coolidge. men like Franklin 
Stearns, do not have and do not pre- 
tend to have, influence with him in 
the ordinary sense. It is a part of 
Stearns’ pride in Coolidge that Cool- 
idge is a man who does hig own think- 
ing, arrives at his own conclusions, 
and puts these conclusions in practice. 

The fact is, Coolidge is an unusu- 
elly strong man. 

Part of all this speculation about 
Coolidge deals with the question 
whether or not he will initiate legis- 
jation, whether he will make himself 
the leader of his party in the senate 
and house, in the sense that he will 
recommend programs and put _ pres- 
sure on congress to put those pro 
zrams through. The best guess is 
that he will. For one reason, the re- 
pnublicans in the house and senate 
want leadership. They seek teader- 
ship. They seek it outside th ves 
tecause they do not happen to have 


personalities adapted to 
themselves.

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Memorial Coins Assure 
Success, Willis States 


Assurance of financial success of the! 
Stone Mountain Confederate Memorial 
was seen in last week's dispatches from 
Washington announcing that the treas- 
ury department has approved the de- 
sign for the Stone Mountain memorial 
half-dlollar and sent it to the mint 
in Philadelphia for immediate produc- 
tion of the coins. This was the dec- 
laration Saturday of G. F. Willis, 
campaign director of the memorial and 
a member of the executive committee 
of the association. 


“Every member of our executive 
committee is jubilant over the good 
news from Washington,” Mr. Willis 
said, “We have waited patiently 
to get this coin and have encountered 
many difficulties, but these are now 
past, and the coin is a certainty. 


“This means that the success of the 
memorial, so far ag finances are onc- 
cerned, is absolutely assured. The spe- 
cial act of congress authorizing the 
Stone Mountain memorial half-dollar 
provides for the issuance of five mil- 
lion. The association will take them 
from the mint at face value, 50 cents, 
and sell them for a dollar, thus put- 
ting into the association treasury a 
profit of $2,500,000, or one-half the 
amount required to complete the whole 


plans for a great campaign to sell 
the coins throughout the United States 
on a given date. We will utilize the 
very best talent in the country and 
will pitch our campaign to sel] the 
whole issue of coins in one day. There 
is every indication that five million 
will not be enough to satisfy the public 
demand.

Can Use “Iron Hand.” 


Most observers think Coolidge will | 
supply the desired leadership. There | 


is one possibility that he may not. He 
is by nature meticulous about observ- 
ing the constitution, and if he felt 
that leadership by the white house, 
of congress, were inconsistent with 
the begt constitutional praetice, he 
would refrain from it. 

If Coolidge should decide to assume 
leadership, to suggest a program to 
eongress, und to put pressure upon 
that program, he knows how to be 
successful. For example, while Cool- 
idge was governor of Massachusetts, 
u statute was passed providing for 
‘ie consolidation of 118 different 
sommissions and departments into 20. 
Yhe statute provided that this work 
should be done within three years. 
Cvolidge took hold of it, laid out the 
consolidation on paper, and then or- 
dered that it be done within one year. 
At the same time, I have been told 
by a Massachusetts newspaper man, 
Cooledge let it be known that if any 
of the office-holders affected by the 
eensolidation should set up opposition 
to it, or intrigue against its going 
through, that action would be the 
cquivalent of resignation. 

Now it happens that we have a 
similar situation in Washington. For 
nearly four years there has been a 
plan for the redistribution and con- 
solidation of government bureaus in 
the interest of economy and efficiency. 
The plan has been perfected on paper 
ever since the early part of Harding's 
sGministration. From time to time 
it was given ont that Harding would 
try to press it through congress. But 
opposition always arose of the pre- 
cise nature that is jnherent in such a 
situation. Individuals, whose offices 
and prestige are affected, resist 
change. Whether or not Coolidge 
will try to put this pending plan 
‘hrongh may give us a clue both as 
to his attitude toward congress and 
as to his methods.

It is the greatest asset contrib- 
uted to us, which, if understood and 
properly husbanded, will itself build 
the greatest memorial ever undertaken 
in the world’s history. 

Personally I feel, as I stated last 
evening to Mr. Josephus Daniels— 
that I would: not turn back the last 
few months in our history and thereby 
lose from historic record the signifi- 
cance of the nation’s congressional 
memorial tribute to the southern sol- 
jdier for the clearing of his record— 
‘which it does—for a dozen Stone 
Mountains with memorials complete. 

If one man more than another de 
serves special credit for the accom- 
plishments here enumerated—that is, 
the final act of putting the coin into 
the mint for production—it is Presi- 
dent Coolidge.

The front springs showed severed ends 
where one-halt of each spring had been 
cut off and removed, aud these added 
to the rakish appearance of the turn- 
out.

the axles were made sufficiently stur- 
dy to carry the car without springs; 
that the, torque tube drive permitted 
the sprmgs to perform one function 
only and prc.ented disaster should a 
spring or shackle be smashed; also 
that the cutting of a front spring had 
no bad effect on the easy steering qual- 
ities of the car. 

The rear springs of the car had been 
unfastened from the axle. They were 
held up above the frame, their free 
ends suspended in the air. The front 
springs, as has been explained, each 
had a half cut away. 

One of the principal mechanical fea- 
tures that made this demonstration 
possible is the torque tube, or third 
member drive. This consists of having 


onnec 


the drive shaft housing attached to 
the rear axle housing and transmission, 
the latter connection being through 
the one universal joint necessary with 
this type construction. Torque rods 
also connect the shaft housing tube 
with both sides of th2 rear axle. 

This method not only adds to the 
safety of the car occupants in case 
of a bad accident, but also improves 
the riding qualities of the car by re- 
lieving the springs of doing the dou- 
ble duty of cushioning road shocks and 
transmitting the driving power from 
the engine to the rear wheels.

Out of the depths of mediocrity and 
disappointment the Tigers—11 fight- 
ing, irresistible junglemen—rose to 
heights of astonishing brilliancy to, 
overwhelm Harvard by 34 to 0 in one 
of the most sensational upsets foot- 
ball annals have ever recorded. 


Banked around the sides of the 
Harvard stadium, a vast crowd of 
53,000 had come in expectation of a 
Harvard victery, for the Crimson 
ruled a decided pre-game favorite, 
but instead it was thrown into a 
frenzy by a comeback as spectacular 
as it was startling and effective. In- 
stead of seeing the vaunted power of 
Harvard's attack moving through a 
Tiger array that had shown little 
early season promise, the throng saw 
the Crimson, after a brief stand for

Two Men Slain

Knoxville, Tenn.; November 8.— 
Filmore Sexton and Lee West, alleged 
moonshiners of Scott county, were 
slain and a third man, Howard Grif- 
fith, severely wounded in a. battle 
with prohibition enforcement officers, 


according to reports brought bere to- ot 
day by members of the raiding crew. 
The battle occurred late Thursday one 
mile from Huntsville, Tenn. j 

Members of the prohibition squad 
coming into Knoxville today gave a 
thrilling account of the battle high 
up in Scott county hills. High-pow- 
ered rifles were used on both sides, 
eight alleged moonshiners being pit- 
ted against fourteen enforcement of- 
ficials. headed by Deputy Marshal R. 
A. Smith, of Clinton, Tenn., and 
John Irwin, prohibition officer, of 
LaFollette “ 

The battle was precipitated when 
the raiders approached Sexton's home 
bearing a warrant for his arrest. As 
they reached the fence surrounding 
the dwelling, according to Irwin's 
statement, several men stepped from 
the house and opened fire upon them 
with rifles. The squad fell back and 
returned to Huntsville, where rifles 
were secured, and then went back te 
find the men at Sexton's home bar- 
ricaded in the yard. More than 100 
shots were exchanged in the ensuing 
ficht, which terminated, Irwin said. 
when Sexton fell with a bullet wound 
through the head. 

When the raiders advanced to the 
barricade they found Sexton, a power- 
ful man, cold in death, with his wife 
and five children huddled about him, 
Smith said that Mrs, Sexton had ap- 
parently stood at her husband's side 
during the fight and Icaded his rifles 
for him. Other members of the band 
had fled. with the exeeption of Grif- 
fith, who had been shot through the 
arm, and West, who died a short time 
after the fight from bullet weunds 
through the body.

The consolidated school is 
the forward-looking objective for 
rural school betterment, and yet the 
consolidated school’s success is de- 
pendent upon good roads to reach 
it from all sections of the one or 
more school districts’ feeding such 
a school.

HEAT CONSERVATION. 


All life, plant and animal, depends 
upon warmth. 

To see that this is true one needs 
only to look around him. 

The heat of summer has passed, 
the chill of winter is making itself 
felt; the leaves are falling from the 
trees, the grass is drying up in the 
fields; insects are seeking sheltered 
abodes for the long cold months 
they know are ahead. 

The chemists tell us that the sup- 
ply of heat in the universe, so far 
as can be judged at present, is fixed 
and indestructible, but that the sup- 
ply of available heat is growing con- 
Stantly less. Here again common 
observation shows the truth of the 
foregoing. In a primitive state of 
society wood from the forest sup- 
plies the heat needed; later coal, 


place of wood and every time a lump 
of coal is cast into the grate the 
world’s supply of available heat is 
réduced to that extent. 

Through all the past we have ob- 
tained heat only by the most waste- 
ful methods—by destroying some- 
thing. Even now we employ armies 
of railroad men and vast mechanical 
equipment for the purpose of mov- 
ing coal from the mines to the place 
of consumption. This is double 
waste of staggering magnitude. 

As time passes man’s battle with 
cold must. grow in intensity. One 
of two things must happen.

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An Intelligent Love

It is not easy to live. Ali the way 
from the tiniest seedling, through 
plant and animal kingdom, to the 
strongest man, life is a struggle. It 
is a etruggle for air, food, self-ex- 
pression, and self-develop:rent. In 
most environments there is not enough 
air, food and space, for all, and so 
life becomes a sharp competition. The 
law is that those who are best fitted 
to live—best equipped for the con- 
test—are the ones who survive. 

Among men there are three essen- 
tials in this fight for life—health, in- 
telligence and character. Many, from 
their very birth, begin life with a 
poor chance to live. They begin the 
struggle with unfit bodies, inadequate 
brains, and wretched environments. 
For countless generations ihese unfit 
ones perished earfy in the struggle, 
trampled beneath the feet of the ever- 
moving procession of the more power- 
ful ones. 

The New Law. 

Bus gradually men learned by ex- 
perience that to leave these unfit ones 
to perish through their weakness was 
an ever-increasing menace to the 
strong. They discovered that disease 


culosis to run its course, or to allow 
typhoid conditions to remain uncared 
for, is to breed sources of deadly 
danger to the entire community. They 
learned, too, thut ignorance is not 
simply a handicap to the neglected 
ones of society, but that the unedu- 
cated masses become a bunien and a 
threat to the peace and prosperity 
of all. And experience revealed that 
vice and immorality is still more dan- 
gerous. Any portion of a community 
unrestricted by ethical principles, un- 
steadied by moral standards, and un- 
directed by any high and holy am- 
bitions, becomes a daily menace to 


ple. So to leave the world to the 
uncontrolled working of the law of 
“the survival of the fittest’ would 
mean the multiplying of the miseries 
of men, and a constant decrease in 
the number of those who are fitted 
to fulfill the highest possibilities of 
human life. 


Then there came a new and leaven- 
ing principle into civilization for the 
conservation of human life. The un- 
fit may be made fit—-+the lost may be 
found—the lame may be taught to 
walk, and the dead may be raised up. 
When we talk about “the poor” 
of the world, we are talking about 
those who, in some way, are unfitted 
for the struggle of life. They may 
be sick, and so can’t feed themselves; 
they may be ignorant, and do not 
know how to feed themselves, or they 
may be immoral, and are not willing 
to feed themselves. 


- Often there is a combination of all 


three of these causes. Now the real 
tragedy of life is not that a man is 
hungry or iame, but that he can not 
or will not provide for kimself, or 
walk for nimself. To do for a man 
what he should: do for himself, is not 
to help but to hurt him and others. 


The Social Physician. 


the peace and welfare of all the peo-- 


greatly overworked, and many good 
people revolt at the idea of “scien- 
tific charity.” It sounds so cold and 
heartless. Yet when a loved one is 
sick, we all want the most scientifie 
physician. Here -mere_ tenderness, 
pity or zeal would be dangerous. The 
analogy between the physically sick 
and the socially sick is very wiz- 
nificant. A normal man, j 
speaking, {is a self-dependent, self- 
supporting man. If he must apgeal 
for help in order to live, he is abnor- 
mal—he is sick. He needs first ‘of 
all a social physician to diagnose the 
cause of his sickness. 


Now we must remember that each 
man is a vital part of society, so 


that if one is ill society, to that @x- 
tent, is ill. If there were only o 
ease of tuberculosis in Atlanta, t 
that extent Atlanta would be tuber- 
cular. If there is one case of illit- 
eracy, to that extent Atlanta is. il- 
literate. If there is one case of 
crime, Atlanta, to that extent, is 
criminal. 


Often the first symptom of social 
sickness is nunger, rags. or disease. 


When there is the ery of hunger, er 
cold, intelligent love says: “Here is 
a sick man.” “Zeal without knowl- 
edge,” sentiment without sight, has 
only one remedy—food and clothes, 
So the ignorant, or charlatan, physi- 
cian at the first cry of pain admin- 
isters morphine. Morphine relieves 
pain, and bread relieves hunger. But 
in each case to stop here is merely 
to cover up the symptom, and to leave 
the cause of the pain and the hunger 
untouched. 

| We know that every pain of the 
body has a history, and until its 
cause is found and removed, it will 
return with increasing intensity. Now 
we should know that helpless hunger 
also has its history, and back of 
every case of poverty there is a s0- 
cial cause, which must be discovered 
before there can be a cure. Morphine 
must, of course, be given in cases 
of emergency. So food must often 
be given, but the true physician un- 
derstands in both cases that it is 
an emergency act, and that the real 
cure must be made afterwards. 


The Method. 


Here is the function of the Com- 
munity Chest, with its thirty-nine or- 
ganized agencies. It is to serve as 
the social physician for our beloved 
city. It is organized love. expressed 
in terms of the highest intelligence 
and the broadest experience. Each 
of these agencies is adapted to min- 
ister to some phase of our social need. 
The practical business man often pro- 
tests against what he terms “the 
overhead charges” of charity organiza- 
tions. He wants his money to he 
spent only for food and clothes. The 
protest woyld be just as intellicent 
if made against paying money to a 
physician for telling him what drugs 
to buy from a drug store. Pruz stores 
without physicians would be a posi- 
tive menace to any community, but 
charity treasuries without trained s0- 
cial direction would be a still greater 
menace te the social heaith of our 
city. 

Therefore, on behalf of the im- 
potent and disadvantaged ones of our 
community, I plead that we shall all 
help to make the Community Chest, 
with its thirty-nine agencies of loving 
ministry, strong and effic‘ent in its 
great task of making the “onfit’” te 
become “fit” for the duties and op

Enthroned 
at the top of the earth where latitude 
becomes 90 degrees and the meridians 
of longitude converge, it has received 
only one visit in all time. Rear Ad- 
miral Robert E. Peary, with his ret- 
inue of Eskimo attendants, spent a 
few hours in its frigid presence and 
took notes on its refrigerating system,

solely by nature, never fails to register 
below the freezing point of fresh wa- 
ter even during July, and that its 
mean temperature in winter is about 
that of some of the Montana cold 
snaps. 


“Even Old Sol, when he returns to 
the north, has been unsuccessful in 
breaking up the ~~ though at the 
summer solstice pours out largeg 
amounts of his rays there than at any 
other part of the earth’s surface ex- 
cept at the corresponding point in the 
south.

Text of Today’s Bible Talk by Mr. 


(Matthew 16:13.20) 

When Jesus came into the coasts 
of Caesarea Philippi, he asked his 
disciples, saying, Whom do men say 
that I, the Son of man, am? 

Aad they said, Some say that 
thou art John the Baptist: some, 
Elias; and others, Jeremias, or one 
of the prophets,

In the study of the Bible text for 
today, one is struck by the difference 
between what “they say” and what 
Peter said. It is easy to quote what 
others say, but to take a stand one- 
self is both more difficult and more 
important. 

The drawing of a line is a vital 
thing in any matter or movement, it 
forces a decision, 

Prescott, in his “Conquest of Peru,” 
describes a dramatic incident in the 
life of the greater Pizarro. 

When, after a series of reverses, 
his followers mutinied, he called them 
before him, frankly admitted and ex- 
plained the misfortunes they had suf- 
fered, and outlined the adventures 
planned. ‘Chen, with his sword, he 


drew a line in the sand and invited 
those to advance ‘who were willing to 
share the risks with him. 

They all stepped up to the line and 
renewed their pledges of loyalty. 


Drawing the Line. 

In every great. adventure the first 
etep is to define the thing to be done, 
the controlling principle to be enun- 
ciated, and then to separate support- 
ers from opponents. This is nowhere 
more noticeabiy true than in politics. 

The politician—not the statesman, 
but the mere politician—is by nature 
and practice a dodger. He avoids 
taking a positive position on any new 
question for fear he will make enemies 
~ for himself or injure himself by dis- 
turbing the harmony of the party. 
The roll call provided for in nearly all 
the state constitutions is responsible 
for more torture than was caused by

roll call is the only security that con- 
stituents have against misrepresenta- 
tion—embezzlement of power — by 
their representatives, 

The Bible abounds in tests of this 
kind. Elijah applied such a test in 
his centest with thefollowers of Baal: 


“And Elijah came unto all the peo- 
ple, and said, How long halt ye _ be- 
tween two opinions? if the Lord be 
God, follow him: but if Baal, then fol- 
low him. And the people answered 
him not a word.”

ier brought out the fact that the Jews 
impressed by the supernatural power 
of Christ, believed -.m more than a 
man, but differed as to His identity. 
“And they said, Some say thou. art 
John the Baptist: some, Elias; and 
others, Jeremias, or one of the proph- 
ets.” Their speculations covered a 
wide range. ’ 

He could not have been John the 
Baptist, because they both lived at 
ihe same time—Jesus was baptized by 
John in the Jordan. And what a 
difference between Elijah, the prophet 
of Fire, and Jeremiah, the prophet of 
Tears. Christ was universal in that 
He embodied every form of greatness, 
and represented every virtue. 

Brushing away the opinions of 
others, Christ pressed home the per- 
sonal question, “But whom say ye 
that I am?’ 

This is the universal question today 
in every civilized land. Each indi- 
vidual must, on reaching maturity, 
answer the question. It canot be 
ignored: it cannot be evaded. ‘What 
think ye of Christ?’ 

Peter's Answer. 

Peter answered for the disciples, 
“Thou art the Christ, the son of the 
living God.” 

And what followed? 

First, a blessing was pronounced 
upon Peter—“Blessed art thou, Simon 
Barjona.” 

Second, recognition of Christ’s real 
character is accepted as evidence of a 
revelation from God—‘For flesh and 


blood hath not revealed it unto thee, 
but my Father which is in heaven.” 

Third, the answer gave to Peter a 
distinction among his fellow disciples. 

Fourth, Peter's confession is the 
foundation among his fellow disciples. 

Fourth, Peter's confession is the 
foundation of the Christian church. 

Peter’s answer was clear and un- 
equivocal; it was complete. 

He did not, like some of the Jews, 
put Christ among the prophets. 

He did not, like Nicodemus, declare 
Him to be “a teacher come from God.” 


He did not say, as some do today, 
that he was “a perfect man,” or the 
“wisest of men,” or “the greatest of 
philosophers.” 

He said, “Thou art the Christ.” 

The word “Christ” had a meaning 
to the Jews. It was applied to the 
Messiah and to the Messiah only— 
“the Anointed One.” The Messiah, or 
Christ, had been described by the 
prophets, and had a personality dis- 
tinct and separate from all others. 

No Middle Ground. 

Peter did not stop with a declara- 
tion of Christ’s Messiahship, but 
added, “The Son of the living God,” 


There is no middle ground when we 
come to determine the character of 
Christ; He was either a man and a 
man only, or He was God manifest 
in the flesh. 

If He was merely a man, He was 
Himself deceived ot practiced de- 
liberate deception. That He was, as 
He claimed to be, the Son of God, 
was affirmed by those _ intimately 
associated with Him, proven by His 
miracles, and by His incomparable 
words, by His infinite love and will- 
ing sacrifice, and even more conclu- 
sively by the revelation of Himself 
that He makes to those who confess 
Him before men. 

The first verse of Jesus, answer to 
Peter contains a truth, the importance 
of which can hardly be overestimated : 
viz., that spiritual truths are spir- 
itually discerned. 

The joy of fellowship with Christ 
ean be learned only from the inside 
of the relationship; it is not revealed 
to those who seek to penetrate its 
mysteries from without. “Flesh and 
blood” are impotent to comprehend 
or to convey a knowledge of what 
Jesus igs to those who accept His 
atonement, trust His saving grace, 
and are guided by His heaven born 
wisdom. 

Christianity’s Basic Truth, 

Peter was the first to make this 
whole hearted surrender of himself, 
and to embody in his confession the 
basic truth of Christianity. It gave 
him a place of leadership among the 
disciples; from that time he was the 
head of the group and the dominating 
figure in it. Even his impetuous mis- 
takes and his denial of his Savior, 
three times repeated. at the _ trial, 
could not obscure the inner light that 
grew brighter with the years, and 
shone out most gloriously in bis 
martyrdom, 


The church has always stood, stands 
today, and must ever stand upon 
Peter’s answer, “Thou are the Christ. 
the Son of the living God.” Nothing 
less meets the requirements of a sin- 
ful world.

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Doctrinal Difficulties and Interpretation

_In addition to scientific, historic4l, 
literary, moral and philosophical dif- 
ficulties, these are also doctrinal dif- 
ficulties. : 

Doctrinal difficulties are manifest 
where the effort is made on the part 
of systematic theology to reduce all 
parts of the Scripture into absolute 
uniformity. According te the idea of 
verbal inspiration, there must be per- 
fect agreement throughout the Scirp- 
ture. 

There followed as a natural conse- 
quence the proof-text method of inter- 
pretation, by which an obscure pas- 
sage from Leviticus was considered as 
authoritative as a quotation from the 
Sermon on the Mount. This method, 
however, is thoroughly discredited and 
can only be held by obstinately clos- 
ing one’s eyes to the most evident 
facts on the very surface of the Scrip- 
tures. There belongs to the Bible a 
profound spiritual untiy, but it is not 
a unity without variation. 

Intelligent Christians will refuse, to 
solve their doctrinal difficulties: by 
special partisan pleading and by 
forced rceonciliations whieh do vio- 
lence to the ain. meaning of the 
sacred text. These “difficulties large- 
ly disappear as we fairly face some 
four or five considerations. 

There must be the recognition of 
progress in Revelation. The central 
sum of religious faith is our concep- 
tion of We are not to try to 
harmonize the notion of a God who is 
supposed to have commanded the de- 
struction of infants with the doc- 
trine of God that we find revealed in 
Jesus Christ. Our interpretation of 
every doctrine must be made in the 
light of the God who unveils His 
character in Jesus Christ. 


We are not to receive one doctrine 
of God from the prayer of the Psalm- 
ist against the enemy in the 100th 
Psalm, “‘When he shall be judged, let 
him be condemned, and let his prayer 
become sin—let his days be few and 
let another take his office. Let his 
children be continually vagabonds and 
beg; let them seek their bread also 
out of desolate places,” but our con- 
ception of God must rather be taken 
from the prayer of Jesus for His ene- 
mies. Our doctrine of the Kingdom 
of God and the King of the Kingdom 
is not to be formed from certain 
prophetic forecasts of a kingdom of 
material pomp and grandeur, but 
from he nature of the kingdom as 
we find it in the teachings of Jesus. 

Apocalyptic Literature. 

There must be a sane and historical 
interpretation of apocalyptic litera- 
ture. The church has not yet ceased 
to literalize apocalyptic language. 
The survival of the old Jewish ad- 
ventism, much of it apocryphal, be- 
comes the heritage of the Christian 
church. The doctrine of the physical 
reign of Christ on earth for a thou- 
sand years was taken from the Book 
of Revelation. Even though it is not 
stated that the reign was on earth, 
yet this is made a central doctrine of 
fundamentalism dispute the fact that 
it is not found in the teachings of 
Jesus. The editor of Zion’s Herald 
writes: 

“There are thousands of religious 
leaders abroad in the land today who 
are adding, doubtless with all good in- 
tention to the teachings of the Bible. 
They are convinced that certain 
cherished theories handed down by 
tradition, and various fantastic hu- 
man interpretations of the Word must 
be accepted as Christianity. They 
forget in their fantastical enthusiasm 
the warning set forth in the closing 
passages of the Scriptures: ‘If any 
man shall. add unto these things, God 
shall add unto him the plagues that 
are written in the book.’ Notwith- 
standing this admonition, no part of 
the entire Bible has been so ‘added 
unto’ as this very Book of ‘Revelation. 
And it has been supplemented not 
simply by a few words or sentences, 
but by literally columes and series of 
yolumes of teachings that distort be- 
yond all recognition not only John’s 
stately and mystical prophecies. but 
also the essential doctrines of Christ 
Himself. With a literalism repellent 
alike to thinking people and to simple, 
pious soul who walk with Christ, a 


mass of heretical distortions has been 
added to the four gospels until their 
eentral figure is sadly changed from 
a Joving Savior to a military tyrant 
who, accompanied by the hosts of the 
; comes to impose His au- 
tocratic rule on a wicked world.” 

Thus do certain of the fundamental- 
ists add to the gospel teaching and 
lead thousands of credulous men and 
women away from the truth path. It 
ig time that this movement calculated 
to overthrow the work of Christ 
should be unmasked and brought out 
into the burntiing light of the true gos- 
pel. The need just now is to raise 
the rallying cry everywhere, “Back 
to Jesus.” 

Easy to Be Christian. 

“It ought to be easy to be a Chris- 
tian so far as understanding what 
God requires is coneerned. But what 
are the conditions set down by the 
fundamentalists. particularly those of 
the strongest millennial persuasion? 
The seeker after God must have a 
‘key to the Scriptures;’ he must un- 
derstand the mysteties of the magic 
number seven; he must be able to in- 
terpret history after an intricate and 
mystical fashion; he must bring him- 
self to a highly artificial view of the 
present course of things in the world 
and of the ‘signs of the times!’ Thus 
are laid upon the shoulders of the 
would-be followers of Christ ‘heavy 
burdens and grievous to be borne.’ ” 

There should be freely acknowl- 
edged the different viewpoints of dif- 
ferent writers. St. Paul, the apostle 
of liberty, contended even with his 
fellow apostles against the literalism 
of Judaism and won the victory: which 
threw the doors of the church wide 
open to the Gentiles. This difference 
of viewpoint characterized different 
periods in the life of the same man. 
St. Paul in his earlier life said: “The 
Lord is at hand,” and in the evening 
of life, “The time of my departure is 
at hand,” 

In the Old Testament Scripture we 
find different viewpoints in the pro- 
phetic and priestly writings. The pro- 
phetic discourses reach the _  high- 
water mark of the Old Testament and 
place the highest interpretation on 
the religion of Jehovah. The priestly 
narrative emphasize the priestly and 
liturgical features of religion. Their 
chief. interest is for the ceremonial in 
religion. According to their interpre- 
tation of history the kings who gave 
meticulous observance to the rites of 
religion were the ones who prospered. 

We must avoid the interpretation of 
the Scriptures through the medium of 
a creed. 

Dr. W. N. Clarke writes: “We 
may almost say that the Scriptures 
have had more read into them than 
read out of them.” We are prone to 
read the meaning of the newer Scrip- 
tures into the old, and to read the 
doctrines of our creed into the entire 
Bible. This does not necessarily 
mean the historic creeds, but your 
own unwritten individual creed. You 
may hold to Milton’s doctrine of 
Satan, which is altogether different 
from the Satan of the Bible. Milton’s 
Satan is almost heroic enough to wor- 
ship. Theologians have held that 
Plato was a very ordinary man com- 
pared with Adam. . 
the exaggerated idea of Adam’s great- 
ness in the Scriptures. He bad. many 
descendants who surpassed him in 
wisdom and goodness. We shall the 
better succeed in eliminating doctrinal 
difficulties as we allow the Bible to 
speak for itself. 


Authority of Christ. 

Constant stress must be given to the 
necessity of holding to the  pre- 
eminence and superior authority of 
Jesus Christ. The theology which 
practiaclly raises every 
writer to the same level of inspiration 
which belonged to Jesus Christ ¢re- 
ates no end of insoluble doctrinal dif- 
ficulties. 

Dr. W. N. Clarke writes again: 
“Christ stands first, worthy of the 
highest honors. When at the front 
of Christianity there stands One who 
is esteemed not only as God’s Mes- 
senger, but as God manifest in the 
flesh, it would seem that the first 
question far in advance of all others 
must be ‘What did the Master say?”

ENDOTHERMY VS. RADIUM. 

A recent newspaper story sent out 
from New York city, where the an- 
nual clinical congress of the American 


Academy of Surgeons was being held, 
told about the marvels of a newly in- 
vented “radio knife” in bloodless oper- 
ations. Part of the story undertook 
to describe the use of the cystoscope, 
which is an instrument by means of 
which the interior of the bladder may 
be examined, but the ambitious re- 
porter told the world in this yarn in 
the newspapers that the instrument 
“formed a cavity” ig which the sur- 
reon used the “radio knife,” and so 
forth, quite in the fashion of the Sun- 
day feature article. This news item 
well illustrates what scientists, with 
legitimate contempt, call “newspaper 
science.” It also shows the present 
weakness of general editorial policy, 
for nearly every newspaper will pub- 
lish such ridiculous bunkum quite se- 
riously and without any question as to 
the scientific truth of the item—there 
being no one on the staff capable of 
passing on that. And finally it shows 
the need of the American Academy of 
Surgeons, and of every other medical 
society or organization which may 


‘contribute anything to popular educa- 


tion, for a competent publication com: 
mittee or agent or censor or something 
or somebody to prevent just such 
fiascos. 

The fact is that the newly intro- 
duced instrument which the imagina- 
tive reporter dubbed the “radio knife” 
has no relation with either radio or 
It is instead a mode of ap- 
ply endothermy, which means heat, 
within the tissues through the agency 
of electricity. It is not fulguration 
(sparking), nor galvano-cauterizativn, 
nor even electrolysis. The heat ih 
endothermy does not burn, although 
it does destroy and sear a thin line 
of tissue. The heat is not applied, 
but produced within the tissues by 
their resistance to the electricity. In 
one form, bipolar endothermy, the ef- 
fect is coagulation and destruction of 
tissues through some depth and area, 
sometimes desirable in malignancy. In 
another form, monopolas endothermy, 
the effect is dessication restricted to 
as narrow limits as may be desirable, 
even to mere points in so delicate a 
field as the eyeball, perhaps. This 
monopolar form is being used for the 
removal of cancer, replacing the knife. 
and in many cases promising more 
than even radium treatment—I say 
promising, because the surgeons who 
are best qualified to speak have’ not 
as yet had sufficient experience to 
reach conclusions. They feel hopeful. 
I quote from one who had had nota- 
ble experience with radium treatment 
in his surgical practice: “Circumval- 
lation or outlining the area to be des- 
sicated is important te prevent dis- 
tribution and cut off the circulation. 
Around every focus of malignancy 
there is an invisible presumptive path 


penumbra. In this area of shadows 
the surgeon makes his blunders, es- 
pecially if he is operating about, the 
face, in his anxiety to save tissue and 
prevent deforthity. Endothermy takes 
care of this and in using it one can 
safely do an erasion of a wider area 
without fear of disfiguring contrac- 
tions. It is possible to pick out mi- 
nute points and to treat them alone 
as on the conjunctive.. This latter ra- 
dium cannot do. Also, promptly re- 
peated applications dv no harm; this 
is often not true of radium. We have 
found a fruitful field for skin graft- 
ing in the simple healthy ulcer left. 

“Much of the work may be done 
under local anesthesia. I anticipate it 
will give an added impulse to local 
anesthetizations. If the field covered 
has not been wide enough, a supple- 
mentary operation or operations is an 
efficient way of completing the work 
and calls for no regrets as in a sim- 
ilar bloody surgical procedure. The 
scalpel risks all in one effort and 
rarely succeeds in chasing up a recur- 
ring malignancy. 

“I hope in endothermy for a field 
of usefulness within the abdomen in 
the destruction of malignant glands. 


“I would earnestly advise young 

surgeons to become thoroughly famil- 
lar with the use of these newer meth- 
ods, and abstention from considerable 
purchases of radium until one is able 
to use this method to its utmost ud- 
vantage, when he ean better decide 
whether he needs radium ‘or not. 
_ “A readjustment is to be effected 
in the near future, assigning to re- 
dium and endothermy their respective 
positions and in limiting the use of 
the scalpel in fields where it has for 
the most part only demonstrated its 
futility and brought opprobriuin. 

“A hearty welcome then to this 
newest method, endothermy: may its

The Railroads of the U. S. 
Expect to End the Year With

Tuesday's election was a victory for the party that advocates rail- 
road consolidations under private ownership and the policy of allowing 
the railroads a fair living. It has attracted attention afresh to railroad 
securities, 

One class of railroad bonds that has not been discussed much re- 
cently is our small but intéresting group of convertible issues. stung cage 
of this description will not appeal to every one. Speculators usually 
stick to stocks. Investors, if they be highly conservative, are likely to 
stick to the standard bonds. In between the two, however, is another 
type of purchaser—the person who is concerned primarily with the safety 
of his principal, but who also is interested in speculative profits. 

' Features of a Convertible Rail. 

The beauty of a sound convertible railroad bond is that it combines, 
to a certain extent, the attractions of an investment and a speculation. A 
convertible obligation of a good railroad always commands a certain value 
that is determined simply by its position as a bond. This is the value 
that the same bond would have without the conversion feature. Then 
there is the additional value that the bond possesses because it carries 
the right to be converted into stock. The call on stock is what gives 
the convertible bond a speculative value over and above its investment 
value. 

The combination is a-happy one. It carries assurance that the bond 
will not fall below a certain price level and the possibility that it may 
move materially above its investment level. An increase in the value of 
the call privilege, such as would result from a substantial rise in the price 
of the stock into which the bond is convertible, automatically raises the 
market quotation for the bond. 

Four High-Grade Convertibles. 

Attention here is called to four rather prominent convertible railroad 
bonds backed by strong companies: (1) The Norfolk & Western con- 
vertible 6s of 1929 earlier in the year sold at 106 3-4, but afterward 
moved up to 131 3-4, They now sell around 123. Obviously, with ma- 
turity Only five years off, these bonds at the present price offer no at- 
traction as an investment. They have risen well above the level at which 
they should sell on that basis. Interest payments still to come would 
be offset by maturity by the premium above par which the bonds now 
cost. Norfolk & Western stock sells around 123, and that is why the 
bonds sell there. Original investors in this bond got an issue that de- 
serves high rank so far as quality goes, and the right to exchange the 
bond for stock has added a nice profit to the investment return. 

(2) New York Central convertible debenture 6s of 1935 sold earl- 
ier in the vear at 103 3-8, but sell now around 109. They are convert- 
ible into New York Central stock on the basis of $105 par value of 
bonds for $100 par value of stock. In the case of the Norfolk & West- 
ern conversions may be made up to the year of maturity. The conversion 
privilege on the New York Centrals expires May 1, 1925. Conversion 
becomes attractive with the stock around 110. There are $100,000,000 
of these bonds which New York Central would like to have turned in for 
stock. 

(3) The Delaware & Hudson convertible 5s of 1935 are convert- 
ible on the basis of $1,500 in par value of bonds for ten shares of stock. 

(4) The Chesapeake & Ohio convertible 5s of 1946 may be ex- 
changed for stock on a basis that becomes dearer as the years go in. 

Two Poorer-Grade Convertibles. 

‘two bonds named below also are convertible into stock, but 
they do not rank in quality with our more conservative investment 1s- 
sues. (1) The Missouri-Kansas-Texas adjustment mortgage 5s of 1967 
are convertible at par up to 1932 into the series A 7 per cent preferred 
stock. This is a feature of the bonds that has not been brought to the 


ceive dividends, still sells materially below the bonds. es 
(2) The Erie railroad’s convertible 4s of 1953 are outstanding in 
several series, all known as “convertible 4s,” but only the series D bonds 
now are convertible. Up to October 1, 1927, the Ds are convert- 
ible into common stock at par.

To show you to 
what extent the Atlanta bank went 
in order to take care of the situation 
in this district, I again crave your in- 
dulgence while I give you a few fig- 
ures. On January 1, 1920, our total 
loans to member banks aggregated 
$88.052.000; while on November 1, 
1920, this figure had reached the 
enormous sum of $182,2S88,000. The 
ederal reserve notes issued by our 
bank amounted to $155,000,000 on 
January 1. 1920; and increased stead- 
ily to $174,000,000 on January 1, 
1921. These borrowings were almost 
entirely for agricultural purposes, in 
whose further interests we exempted 
from the operation of the progressive 
rate schedule then in effect borrow- 
ings cf member banks, up to their cap- 
ital end surplus, on paper the pro- 
ceeds of which were used for agricul: 
tural purposes. The Atlanta bank, due- 
ing this time, not only loaned all its 
own rvailable funds—its capital, its 
surplas. and its reserves—but, after 
all its own resources had been ex- 
hausted. actually borrowed from other 
reserve banks $49,000,000, all of which 
was us‘d in supplying the credit needs 
of this section. I trusf, gentlemen, that 
the above figures may be permitted 
to speak for themselves. They stand as 
irrefutable witnesses to the conduct of 
the Atlanta bank—only a unit, mind 
you, in the great federal reserve sys- 
tem—during that much-discussed pe- 
riod of falling prices. 

“Some critics have contended that 
the considerable reduction in out- 
standing federal reserve notes during 
1921 and 1922 evidenced the fact 
that the price decline in 1920 was at- 
tributable, in large measure, to the 
diminution of currency deliberately 
brought about in accordance with x 
preordained policy by the federal re- 
serve board. A short explanation will, 
doubtless. serve to reveal the fal'acx 
here. The reduction in the volume of 
currency came about after the fall of 
prices, and not before. It was an ef- 
fect, and not a cause. This becomes 
clear upon consideration of the na- 
ture of the note-issuing pcewer exer- 
cises by a Federal Reserve bank. The 
purpose of the framers of the federal 
reserve act was avowedly to provide 
an elastic currency that would expand 
and contract with the flow of trade 
and with the business activity of the 
country. Federal reserve notes can be 
issued only against collateral in an 
amount equal to the sum of the fed- 
eral reserve notes applied for: and 
this collateral security must consist of 
notes and bills discounted or acqovi 
by the hanks. gold, or gold certifi- 
eates. Each Federal Reserve bank 1s 
required by the terms of the art to 
maintain a reserve of 40 per cent in 
gold against its outstandinz federal re- 
serve notes. Thus it is apparent that 
the amount of such notes in circula- 
tion depends, not upon the actions of 
the federal reserve board or of the

The latter information comes from 
M. B. Wellborn, governor of the At- 
lanta Federal Reserve bank, who de- 
clares a better demand for reserve 
funds has enabled the institution to 
come through the present year with 
the enviable record of earning its divi- 
dend requirement, and besides being 
able to show a surpius after divi- 
dend. 

Governor Wellborn, in a talk made 
last week before the Georgia Agricul- 
tural society at Savannah, told of the 
operation of the Federal Reserve bank 
and the important part it has played 
in the industrial and agriculturai life 
of the sixth district. His remarks at 
this time which bring out many phases 
of the operation of the bank anil 
which touch on some of the criticism 
directed at it, foliow: 

“T do not think it can bea questioned 
that the federal reserve system has 
played a very important part in es- 
tablishing and maintaining higher 
price levels for cotton, our chief 
staple. Before the establishment of 
the system, credit was invariably 
strained during the crop-moving sca- 
son, but now no one ever hears the 
old cry of ‘tight ‘money in the au- 
tumn.’ for all the producers who do 
business with banks which are mem- 
bers of the system have the assurance 
that their cotton paper can be redts- 
counted with the reserve banks. This 
situation is Very different from that 
which prevailed before the advent of 
the federal reserve, and I am sure 
that the agricultural and commercial 
interests fully understand and appre- 
ciate what has been done in their be-_ 
half. 


Alleged Deflation. 

“Just as any man who rises to an 
impartant and responsible public po3t 
cannot hope to escape criticism from 
some side, no matter what his actions, 
just so a great institution like the fed- 
eral reserve, which is called upon to 
take the lead in the financial affairs 
of a mighty nation at a time of the 
utmost gravity, is necessarily exposed 
to atiack from all quarters, and is 
certaia to be blamed for various hard- 
ships which it is powerless to prevent. 
As you are no doubt aware, the sys- 
tem, or rather the administration of 
it, has been under fire lately. The per- 
sistent charges of these critics is to 
the effect that the federal reserve 
board deliberately inaugurated a de- 
structive deflation policy in 1920, 
which resulted in the decline of prices 
and the attendant hardships upon the 
people of the United States in the 
;autumn of that year. As a matter of 
fact, ieseral reserve officials gave out 
frequent warnings against the spirit 
of rampant extravagance which ws 
a natura! reaction from the signing of 
the armistice. The federal reserve 
board has been unjustly accuse] of 
contracting. the currency because it 
sought earnestly to check the over ex- 
pansion of credit which accompanied 
the sudden quickening of business ac- 
tivity. In blind relief and enthusiasm, 
the public entered upon a_ veritable 
orgy of spending, and it was next to 
impossible to impress wpon them that 
they were experiencing a specious 
prosperity, reared upon grounds thae 
were fundamentally unsound, and 
which must necessarily collapse. 

“Far from restricting credit at the 
time of the country’s direst need, the 
total cazrning assets of the federal re- 
serve system (which include redis- 
counts for member banks) increased 
from 53,039,000,000 at the end of Jan- 
uary to $3.396,000,000 at the end of 
Octover.

It is believed that there will 
be a further advance in the market 
througa much of the remainder of the 
year :nd well into 1925, with oc- 
casionai profit-taking reactions. This 
outiook is based on the assumption 
that the president will be able to get 
prompc action from congress on his 
tax reduction bills and on other legis- 
lation of a nature helpful to business.

The bull market of 1915, 1916 
and 1919 went forward without much 
strength or activity in railroad shares, 
but it leoks like now as if they will 
Again he the center of the market. 
There were more rails that showed 
big gains after the elections than in- 
dustria!s, and there was more public 
trading in them in the latter part of 
the week than any similar length of 
time in years. 

The indications are strong that 
many of the railroad stocks will con- 
tinue to be among the leaders of the 
market. It is also expected that 
many of the public utilities will be 
taken up by the trading interests in 
the near future. The strength that 
developed in various stocks was the 
most pronounced in those which had 
already had good gains from the -re- 
cent lows. This is due in part to the 
fact that such issues had been pass- 
ing into stron hands for’ several 
wecks and it took very little new 
buying in them to use up the float- 
ing supply, until a point in the ad- 
vance was reached where profit 
taking became heavy.. It was also 
true that these stocks have been 
prominently before ine public for 
some time. Outside traders had been 
“‘watching the market” while waiting 
for the elections to be over, and nat- 
urally the big rush of new _ public 
buying was in the stocks that they 
had seen so much of in recent weeks. 
This put many of the stronger stocks 
out of line with others that have 
promising possibilities, but have not 
thus far been given much backing in 
the market. It is probable that 
trading interests will tura more and 
more to new stocks and will hunt out 
those which have something promis- 
ing behind them but have not moved 
much as yet. 

This does not mean that the ones 
which have been the strongest are all 
through with this movement. Pools 
are operating in various leading 
shares and they plan some demonstra- 
tions before they will be able to dis- 
tribute their holdings and then let 
these stcoks take their own course.

Money market conditions are very 
strong. There is a vast amount eof 
money available fer loans at low rates 
and ag the last of the crops are being 
moved to market, this will release oth- 
er sums for general borrowing before 
very long. The leading banks of the 
country have merely tapped the sur- 
face of the.r rediscount powers with 
the Federal Reserve banks and there 
might be an expansion of several bil- 
lion dollars in credit facilities before 
there would be an undue strain on 
the banking system. The leading fi- 
nancial interests are fostering a pro- 
gressive expansion in credit but are 
watching carefully to put a check on 
any inflation which may appear. It 
is inevitable that there will be some 
inflation sooner or later, between ris- 
ing prices for goods and commodities 
and this great reserve of credit. It 
is believed, however, that inflationary 
tendencies will not go far and that 
they will be held in check when they 
show the ieast as to get out 
of control. ‘Therefore, it is probable 
that a long period of low money mar- 
kets and healthy credit conditions will 
be seen in this country. 

Foreign exchange was irregular, 
with some declines, but with British 
exchange still showing an upward 
trend. There is every indication that 
a real revival in business in Europe 
is starting and that it will be aided 
greatly wien further provisions of 
the Dawes ;Jan are working. There- 
fore, a higher foreign exchange mar- 
ket is looked for in the next few 
months and it is considered possible 
that British exchange will get back to 
near parity in the course of the next 
year. 

The bond market was strong in the 
past week. This was especially the case 
in railroad issues. Many investors 
had held their funds until the elec- 
tion results.were known, and then had 
placed large sums in leading bonds. 
There was a little new financing but 
several projected issues have been 
held back until the coming week. A 
number of important foreign loans are 
looked for in the near future. The 
investment demand is. go keen that 
several issues have been placed pri- 
vately. This is especially true where 
people have very large sums to put 
Into investments. It has happened 
that they have not been able to get 
anywhere near the amount they want 
of some issues that have been of- 
fered publicly. and so a new situation 
has arisen whereby blocks of several 
million doilars in new offerings have 
been placed with a few b:yers with- 
out making public offerings. 

The further gains in railroad car 
loadings to new high records’ have 
proven that business has been expand- 
ing, for the car loading figures are 
an accurate measure of the amount 
of goods and commodities that are 
being moved throughout the country. 
A vast amount of business had been 
held back, until the election results 
were known, and much of this has 
been placed near the end of the past 
week. It is expected that many lincs 
of trade will experience an expan- 
sion in activity, and this always gets 
cumulative. That is, when one line 
of trade is active, it helps another 
line to some extent, and thus spreads 
all along. Many competent observ- 
ers of the industrial situation predict 
that at least two years of good busi- 
ness will develop.

Copper metal prices have shown a 
rising trend and there are indications 
that the metal markets will have a 
further rise for several months to 
come. Europe is expected to increase 
its purchase of copper and there can 
be no question as to the outlook for 
a larger demand for the red metal in 
this country. The steady expansion 
in the use of electrical goods insures 
a greater demand for copper here. 

Steel market conditions are good. 
There has been a large volume of 
new orders booked in the past week. 
The railroads have continued to be 
the best buyers but there is also a 
growing demand for structural steel 
and for several other leading steer) 
products, The October unfilled ton- 
nage figures are not expected to show 
much change either way but it is be- 
lieved that November’s new business 
will be on a much larger scale than 
the bookings of the last month. 

Cotton prices were firmer. A lot of 
profit taking by trading interests and 
some selling from the farms held down 
the market, due to the long-continued 
favorable weather conditions in most 
of the cotton country.

Considering that the railroads had at the close of 1924 $20,635,- 
100,000 invested in road and equipment the sum of $346,544,000 paid 
out in dividends last year, including the amounts paid from surplus, seems

with gross earnings and the amount paid out last year in wages. 


For 1923 the railsoads earned gross 
$6,289,580,000 and paid out in wages 
alone $3,004,083,000. These figures 
are large compared with the total divi- 
dends paid out of $346,544,000, of 
which only $195,029,000 was from the 
year’s income and the balance from 
accumulated surplus, 

For 1916, the year before we enter- 
ed the war, the railroads earned 
gross $3,596,865,000 and paid out in 
wages of $1,468,576,000, or an average 
per employee per year of $S91. For 
1923 gross earnings were $6,289,580,- 
000, of which $3,004,083,000, or an 
average of $1,619 per employee per 
year was paid out in wages. 

For 1916: the railroads pald out in 
dividends $306,176,000, of which 
$187,985,000 was from current in- 
come and $118,191,000 from surplus. 

Thus while gross earnings were in- 
creasing from $3,596,865,000 to 
$6,289,580.000, and wages from $1,- 
468,576,000, an average per employee 
of $801, to $3,004,083,000, an aver- 


paid out of current earnings increased 
only from $118;191,000 to $195,029,- 
000, with total dividends including 
those from accumulated surplus in- 
creasing from $306,175,000 to only 
$346,544,000. 

There are in the country today 193 
separately operated class one rail- 
roads. Under the tentative plans be- 
ing considered by the interstate com- 
merce commission acting on instruc- 
‘tions in the transportation law pass- 
ed by congress these 193 separately 
operated railroads will be consolidated 
into not more than twenty systems 
with the trunk lines in .the east, which 
as a class are the largest dividend 
payers, merged into nine systems. In 
passing this law congress believed 
that shippers and travelers would get 
better service and that with in- 
creased operating efficiency there 
would be more money to divide be- 
tween railway employees and holders 
of railway stocks. 

With freight and passengers sent 
over the most direct routes and with 
joint use of terminals and equipment 
it does not require great imagination 
to see that railroad mergers will make 
possible better service for the public. 
It is also possible that a much larger 
volume of business can be handled 
and with the percentage of gross re- 
quired to pay operating expenses 
greatly reduced. But with larger net 
operating income more money should 
be paid out in dividends on railway 
shares. Railway stockholders as 
shown above have not shared with 
the railway employees in the division 
of profits. 

In ordering that the railroads of 
the country be merged into a compara- 
tively few systems it was the inten- 
tion of congress to eliminate the weak 
roads and to build up the credit of 
the carriers so that stock could be 
sold in raising needed working capital 
instead of fixed interest bonds which 
in lean periods bring about trouble- 
making feceiverships. One of the ef- 
fective ways to build up the credit of 
the railroads so that stock instead of 
bonds could be sold would be to in- 
crease the annual amounts paid out in 
dividends to railway shareholders. 

From information received in Wall 
street from Washington it appears 
that different branches of the govern- 
ment including members of the inter- 
state commerce commission have 
plainly intimated to railway officials 
that larger dividends by railroads 
that can afford to pay them would be 
approved.

Why 
the garter was vo nc as its name 
and symbol and what is the signifi- 
cance of the motto, have loag been 
questions for discussion by historians. 
Polydore Virgil, whose history ap- 
peared in 1536, nearly 200 years after 
the event, is the first authority for 
the familiar story that the countess 
of Salisbury dropped her garter at a 
ball, and that Edward picked it up and 
handed it back to the lady with the 
remark: “Honi soit qui mal y pense,” 
and forthwith founded the order. This 
ac rests on no authority, and it is 
unlikely that it would have been sup- 
pressed by earlier historians. The mot- 
to is an old French one in common 
use in France before Edward’s day.—

At the request of Mrs. R. D. Van 
Allen, of Savannah, Ga., state P.-T. 
A. chairman of illiteracy, Mrs. Bruce 
Carr Jones, of Macon, Ga., illiter- 
acy chairman of the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, has 
written the following article for pub- 
lication : 

“Inasmuch as one day, November 
20, during education week, is to be 
devoted to the subject of illiteracy, 
a few facts on the subject would 
seem appropriate at this time. One 
of the most hopeful results of the 
wor!l war was that it helped us to 
‘see ourvelves as others see us.’ There 
were things calculated to take out of 
us some of our former spirit of braz- 
gadocio, but no one thing reduces us 
to a more humble attitude than the 

ntemplation of our status as an 

Pilidtened and literate nation. 

**Among the great nations of the world, 
we stand tenth from the top in per- 
centage of literacy. Tenth! And if 
lesser nations were considered, we 
rank even lower. 

“There are 5,000,000 illiterates in 
the United States—an illiterate, ac- 


take to redeem adult illiterates? we 
asked. Because illiteracy begets it- 
literacy. The records everywhere 
prove that illiteracy of parents is the 
chief barrier to school attendance. 
Louisiana, the state with the higb- 
est percentage of illiteracy, has the 
lowest school attendance. In the 
most illiterate counties only three 
out of every .10 children attend 
school. One county with a high per- 
centage of illiteracy has never gradu- 
ated but one person from college. 

“Heath canditions are affected, sani- 
tation neglected, crime and the death 
rate increased, government publica- 
tions lost on millions who cannot 
read them. 

“Commerce is limited by illiteracy. 
Manufacturers, merchants, railroads 
and other business is losing millions 
of dollars through the illiteracy of 
our people. The illiterates them- 
selves will return every dollar spent 
on their redemption with handsome 
dividends added to the investment. An 
illiterate adds 25 per cent to his 
earning power by learning to read 


cording to our census, being one who, 
by his own confession, cannot write 
his name. On any fair test—such es 
reading a simple paragraph in the 
newspaper or writing a letter—10,- 
000,000 would be found illiterate, «nd 
10,000,000 more near-illiterate. Twen- 
ty million! In our army only one out 
of every four could read a paper or 
write a letter home. 

“But considering our census figures 
—five million—this is more than the 
entire population of eleven states— 
more than the entire population of 
Denmark. There are over 4,000,000 
illiterates casting the ballot—enough 
to swing an election. And only about 
once-fifth of our illiterates ar foreign- 
born, They are mainly made in Amer- 
ica, and especially is this true of 
Georgia, and the south. 

Illiteracy Commission. 


P “Illiteracy, however, is not confined 
~ to any one section and the illiteracy 
commission has found many who can- 
not even define the term—business 
men, stenographers, telephone and 
telegraph operators, high school stu- 
ents and even teachers. Illiterates 
themselves are often ignorant of the 
term that describes their blighted *on- 
dition, receiving it with resentment, 
|. thinking it means idiocy or imbecil- 
me ity. 
“There are counties in- this country 
where over half the population is illit- 
erate—out of every two you meet, 
' one is unable to’write. There are 119 
| eounties where more than one-fourth 
> the population is illiterate. 
; “But let us consider what still re- 
| mains to be done in Georgia if we 
> are to support the slogan—‘No il- 
literacy in the United States in 
1930! The last census gives Geor- 
gio 328,838 illiterates. Georgia stands 
first in native-born illiteracy; last in 
per capita expenditures for education, 
has 261,294 illiterate voters.

“One of the most serious aspects of 
child labor is the illiteracy that usual- 
ly accompanies it. There is nothing 
accidental in the connection between 
the two. One illiterate parent who 
violated the school attendance law 
said: It don’t pay to raise children 
no more since the school uses up their 
best working hours. Illiteracy among 


these little folks who work is six times | 


as high as for those in the country at 
large. It is this retardation among 
school children which makes us a 
nation of sixth grades. 

“Realizing all this, and wishing 
Parent-Teacher associations to have a 
definite part in the crusade against 
illiteracy, our national congress of 
parents and teachers created this com- 
mittee last May. ‘Ten states have al- 
ready designated chairmen and gone 
to work for the following plan: First, 
cooperation with every other agency 
in the state interested in illiteracy; 
second, publicity to inform our mem- 
bers of conditions; third, locate and 
alleviate (if necessary, provide the 
ammunition—books, tablets,  etc.); 
fourth, estimate the number of classes 
Parent-Teacher associations in the 
state will undertake to organize for 
teaching illiterates; fifth, keep a rec- 
ord of work—pictures, specimens of 
writing at beginning and close of 
class instruction, etc. 

‘“Illiterates may be redeemed in 24 
lessons—four lessons a week for six 
weeks. The materials used are most 
attractive—not primer lessons on 
the dolly and _ kitten, but health, 
thrift, agriculture, home-making, 
Bible lessons and poetry. A _ lesson 
on yoting has thé script copy: ‘He 
who sells his vote sells his honor.’ 
One on good roads has the following 
to be copied: “The good road is my 
friend; I will work for the good 
road.’ 

“The fountain of knowledge is filled 
You 
can learn nothing which you do nor 
teach; you can acquire nothing of 
intellectual wealth except by giving. 
In the illustration of the lamp which 
I have given you, was not the light 
of the millions which were lighted at 
yours as much your light as if all 
had come from your solitary lamp? 
Did you not dispel darkness by giving 
away light? 

“Remember this parable and when- 
ever you fall in with an unlighted 
mind in your walk of life, drop a 
kind and glowing thought upon it from 
yours and set it burning in the 
world with a light that shall shine 
in some dark corner to beam upon the 
benighted.”

We @ill have within our gates this week a group of most distin- 
guished women, members of the State Federation of Women’s Clubs, an | 
organized body of splendid women, who, for the past twenty-eight years 
have pressed forward toward their goal—namely, the betterment of Geor- 
gians along every line. The history of this organization éan be gleaned 
through the scrap books featured in the interesting exhibit at the Bilt- | 
more during the forthcoming convention days. 

Mrs. Julian Bailey, who resides at the corner of Courtland and Pine 
Streets in Atlanta, has probably preserved more organization history in 
Scrap books than any other woman in America. She has been for years 
a member of many State and local executive boards, bearing the title of 
scrap book chairman, which meant a preservation of records which -al- | 
most filled her home with books, and did fill her mind and hands with | 
work which is probably unequaled. She is recognized as the author of | 
the scrap book system of Georgia clubs and patriotic societies, which in | 
each case has grown and expanded upon the foundation she laid so well. |

To Make Women Stop Wearing 
Why Laws Are Urged 
to Forbid the Temptation of 
the Weak and Vicious by 


Extravagant Displays of 
Precious Stones 


URING the -past.ten. years it 
is estimated that the women 
of America and England 
alone have been robbed of 
nearly $500,000,000- wortt 
of diamonds, pearls and other 

precious stones. And the total for the 
next ten years seems likely to reach 
a far more staggering total. 


The widespread habit of tempting 
thieves by wearing fortunes in jewels, 
the ease with which the stolen stones 
can be disposed of after being re- 
moved from their settings, the large 
mumber of extraordinarjly clever 
Criminals who specialize in the steal- 
ing of jewels from women—all these 
facts make this particular crime wave 
one which the police have Jittle hope 
of checking with the methods now at 
hand. 


The alarming increase in the num- 
ber of jewel -thefts is leading many 
thoughtful women to believe that it is 
high time for the good sense and good 
taste of their sex to assert themselves 

nd put an end to the vain displays 
f glittering wealth that put such 
temptation in the way of thieves. 


lf women are unwilling to take this 
step of their own volition, then it is 
urged that laws should be pass for- 
bidding, under penalties of heavy 
fines, or imprisonment, the wearing 
of fortunes in jewels. 

Unusual as this proposal is, there 
seems to be many sound reasons why 
such laws may become necessary. It 
is undoubtedly true that no other per- 
sons habitually throw temptation in 
the way of thieves as hundreds of 
thousands of women are doing when 
they go about places wearing jewels 
whose value runs high into the thou- 
sands of dollars. 


The jeweler who went home night 
after night leaving his most precious 
stones outside the safe and the door 
to his store wide open would he 
called to prompt account by the po- 
lice. And if he roamed the stree's 
wearing quantities of valuable arti- 
cles from his stock on his wrists and 
fingers, dangling from his ears and 
strung around his neck, he would be 
considered a fit subject for a lunatic 
asylum. 

To .remove temptation from the 
automobile thieves it is forbidden in 
most cities to leave one’s car parked 
in the street all night. 

The man who likes a glass of wine 
or beer and can drink it without the 
slightest harm is denied this pleasure 
by the Volstead act for fear that his 
drinking might be too severe a temp- 
tation for some person less well abie 
to handle alcohol. 

It is for the same reason—to re- 
move temptation from the weak and 
vicious and reduce the amount of 
crime—that few persons carry muca 
actual cash in their pockets or in their 
homes. As burglars will testify, money 
forms a very small part of the loot 
they obtain nowadays even in the 
finest residences. 

Checks that would be of no use to 
most thieves are used by almost 
everybody instead of currency, to pay 
the laundry and gas bills as well as 
to close deals involving millions. 


ET while civilization is trying in 
sO many ways to remove the 
opportunities for crime women are

creating such opportunities by their 
tondness for flaunting fortunes ia 
jewels. Their glittering appearance 
is a constant temptation to the un- 
derworld and it is not at all surprising 
that so many of them are being 
stripped of their diamonds and pearls 
and other costly baubles. 

Among the students of present day 
life who have reached the conclusio1 
that if women will not voluntarily 
give up the extravagant display of 
jewels they should be compelled to by 
law is Mrs. Anna Oberwager, wife of 
Charles Oberwager, and herself a 
well-known New York woman law- 
yer. 

“Tam unalterably opposed to every 
so-called blue law that brings any un- 
necessary curtailment of personal 
liberty,” said Mrs. Oberwager to a 
representative of this newspaper, ‘‘but

It re- 
stricts the strong, free man who uses 
liquors wisely, but those voters who 
pressed for the measure believe this

men still claim that it is the indi- 
vidual’s right to go to his premature 
grave by the opium route, if he 
wishes.

Since it is believed that Mr. Gibson 
has drawn his characters from the life 
with which he is so familiar, there will 
be the greatest interest among his fash- 
ionable American friends in trying to 
identify the men and women of the 
Story. Especially will they be curious 
to know who is the original of the so- 
ciety millionaire whom Mr. Gibson 
makes the villain of his novel and pic- 
tures as a monster of wickedness. 


Those who have seen Mr.’ Gibson in 
the Hotel Ritz bar and other agreeable 
resorts in Paris know that he is 
very familiar with Parisian life, but 
even to them it will be quite a surprise 
to find that he can write a novel in 
French. 


Mr. Gibson has beén called the most 
fascinating man in America. Back in 
1900 he eloped with Miss Nina Field, 
niece of the late Marshall Field, the 
great Chicago merchant. She was then 
at school, and a ladder and a moonlight 
night figured in the adventure, which 
ended in the divorce courts. 


His second marriage was with Miss 
Grace McMillan Jarvis, granddaughter 
of the multi-millionaire Senator McMil- 
lan, of Michigan, and a niece of Lady 
Harrington, of England. 

His third marriage was even more 
spectacular. He became secretly en- 
gaged to the divorced Mrs. Alexander 
D. B. Pratt, formerly Beatrice Benja- 
min, granddaughter of Henry H. Rog- 
ers, the Standard Oil -king, and cousin 
of the Countess Salm Hoogstraeten. 


Her parents sternly forbade the mar- 
riage, and while they were doing so the 
pair fled to Greenwich, Conn., and were 
married. ‘That marriage ended soon 
after in a Paris divorce. 

Recently the American colony in 
Paris confidently expected to hear Mr. 
Gibson’s engagement to the beautiful 
Mrs. Peter Larson announced, but she 
denied that there was to be such a love 
match. The Baroness. d’Erlanger, 
widow of Peter Cooper Hewitt, is an- 
other who is often suggested as a pos- 
sible choice for the much-married Mr. 
Gibson. 

Preston Gibson is the son of the late 
Senator Randall Gibson, of Louisiana, 
and related to various distinguished 
persons, but he is far from being in the 
Vanderbilt class financially. He has 
been sued by creditors, dunned by an 
actor who held his unpaid note, and 
his personal effects were auctioned to 
satisfy pressing claims. He has man- 
aged a theater and produced several 
plays of his own. One of the latter, 
“The Turning Point,” it was alleged, 
contained many lines that had previous- 
ly been written by Oscar Wilde.

ADVENTURES OF RADIO RAYMOND 


HOW WATER TRAVELS UPWARD 


(This is the fifth of a series of 
science stories which tell all sorts 
of queer and interesting facts about 
the everyday world.) 


We have shown in a previous ar- 
ticle that air has weight and that it 
_is capable of exerting considerable 
pressure. We learned, too, that this 
pressure was great enough to burst 


a rubber membrane and that it 
could support a column of water 33 
feet high or a column Of mercury 
30 inches high. The present ar- 
ticle will show you how this same 
pressure can make water travel -up- 
ward, The experiment is a simple 
one and may be easily tried at 
home. . 


If the tube, B, in Figure 1 be) 
filled with water so that*no bubbles. 
are left and if both sides of the tube: 
be then closed with the fingers of ' 
both hands wntil the shorter end is 
inserted below the level of the water | 
in the tumbler, this will empty it- 
self through the tube as soon as 
the fingers are removed from 
the ends. This experiment is suc- 
cessful only if the outside part 
of the bent tube is longer than that 
part in the tumbler. 
Forces Liquid Up. 

The explanation of this is as fol- 
lows: The pressure of air on the 
surface of the water in the tumbler 
tries to force the liquid up through 
the tube at A, but the weight of the 
water already in this part of the 
tube is such that it exerts a down- 
ward pressure. In the case of the 
longer part of the tube, there is a 
pressure downward also, and for the 
same reason, namely, that the 
weight of the water is such as to 
have a tendency to flow downward. 
But the atmospheric pressure at the 
outlet of this tube exerts a force 
upward. Since the atmospheric 
pressure at both ends of the tube 
is equal, there would be no flow of 
water unless the weight of water 
in the right-hand side of the tube 
were greater, thereby overcoming

May Use Rubber. 


Such a glass tube is, however, not 
necessary. A short piece of rubber 
tubing, such as shown at C, will do 
nicely... Fill the tube with water by 
Sucking at its lower end and you 
will easily start the flow of water 
from the tumbler. This apparatus 
is known as a Siphon. 

The siphon is used very often in 
order to empty large barrels of a 
fluid without disturbing any sedi- 
ment that it may contain.
